He is “the 
unborn one,” the source of life, also called “the victorious’ (Jayanta) 
and “the divider” (Ravi). Also represented as a lifeless egg, he is the 
transcendent fire at the source of everything that exists in the 
universe. Aja Ekapada is also a form of Shiva. The one-footed goat 
is a symbol of both silence and motionlessness. He is also seen as 
a sea serpent, a symbol of the kundalini, which gives the power of 
elevated consciousness.
